MarnelUr's. June 8.— A terrible shlb 
ping disaster occur red 
a little din- 
tan* o from this port at noon Sunday, 
when two pasn<*ng«*r steamers, the In 
sulfite and the Liban, both belonging 
to tie Fialssenet Steamship company 
of Marseille«, came into collision. The 
Libaa .sank and over 100 of her pas 
sengera and crew perished. 
The steamer Lfban left Marseilles 
Sttnday morning on her regular passen­ 
ger trip to Bastia, Corsica, and was 
run down and sunk by the Insula ire 
off the Maire 
island. 
The collision 
was 
witnessed from 
the pilot 
boat 
Biechamp, whic h was about two miles 
distant. 
The Biechamp immediately 
repaired 
to the spot to 
render as­ 
sistance. 
The force of the collision had cut a 
#r< at hole in the side of the Lib&n 
and she already 
was taking watei 
rapidly. 
Her captain 
saw' the only 
chance 
was 
to run 
the 
steamei 
aground and the Uban was headed 
full speed for the shore. 
But within 
seventeen minutes 
of the collision 
and while still in deep water, the fore 
part of the steamer plunged beneath 
the waves and a few 
minutes latei 
she had entirely disappear»!. 
In the meantime the Biechamp, the 
steamer Balkan, also belonging to th«3 
Fralssenet company, and other ves­ 
sels had drawn near the sinking ship 
and were making desperate efforts tc 
rescue those on board. The Biechamp 
picked 
up forty 
persons, 
many

whom were at the point of exhaustion 
The Balkan rescued thirty-seven pas 
sengers. and up to the present ft ii 
known that in addition to the passen 
gers seventeen of the crew were also 
saved. 
Scene Was Terrible. 
Officers of the steamer Balkan de 
F* ribed ihe » ene just before the Li 
bail disappeared as a terrible one.

A mass of human beings were cling 
lng to the foundering vessel and ut 
taring despairing < ries as she wen* 
down.

For a few moments the victims were 
seen struggling in the sea; then th« 
waves closed over them and all was 
silent. 
Of about fpo passengers who 
were aboard the I.¡ban it is feared 
that at least half were drowned. 
The Balkan launched three boats 
and the other vessels did all possible 
to save the victims In the short tim« 
that #tapw#«l between the time of the 
collision and the sinking of th«* Lihan 
t’p to a o’clock Sunday afternoon 
th’rtv bodies had been recovered.

Marseilles, June 8.— A terrible ship­ 
ping disaster occurred

tance from this port at noon Sunday, 
when two passenger steamers, the In 
sulaire and the Liban, both belonging 
to the Fraissenet Steamship company 
of Marseilles, cam e into collision. The 
Liban sank and over IOO of her pas 
sensors and crew perished. 
The steamer Liban left Marseilles 
Sunday morning on her regular passen 
ger trip to Bastia, Corsica, and was 
run down and sunk by the Insulate 
ofI the Maire 
island. 
The collision 
was 
witnessed from 
the pilot 
boat 
Blechamp, which was about two miles 
distant. 
The Blechamp immediately 
repaired 
to the spot to 
render as­ 
sistance. 
The force of the collision had cut a 
great hole in the side of the Liban 
and she already 
was taking w&tei 
rapidly. 
Her captain 
saw the only 
chance 
was 
to run 
the 
steamer 
aground and the Liban was headed 
full speed for the shore. 
But within 
seventeen minutes 
of the collision 
and while still in deep water, the fore 
part of the steamer plunged beneath 
the waves and a few 
minutes later 
she had entirely disappeared. 
In the meantime the Blechamp, the 
steamer Balkan, also belonging to the 
Fraissenet company, and other yes 
sels had drawn near the sinking ship 
and were making desperate efforts tc 
rescife those on board. The Blechamp 
picked 
up forty 
persons, 
many 
oi 
whom were at the point of exhaustion. 
T he Balkan rescued thirty-seven pas 
sengers, and up to (he present it is 
known that in addition to the passen 
gers seventeen of the crew’ were also 
saved. 
Scene Was Terrible. 
Officers of the steamer Balkan de 
scribed the scene just before the Li 
ban disappeared as a terrible one. 
As 
the '-essel was sinking sh" 
was in 
d in ed to sinh an angle that her masts 
struck the water, 
causing an eddy 
which made the work of rescue most 
difficult. 
A mass of human beings were cling 
ing to the foundering vessel and ut 
tering despairing cries as she wen' 
down. 
At the same time the boilers 
exploded, 
intensifying 
the 
horrors. 
For a few moments the victims were 
seen struggling in the sea; then the 
waves closed over them and all was 
silent. 
Of about 200 passengers who 
were aboard the Liban it is bared 
that at least half were drowned. 
The Balkan launched three boats 
and the other vessels did all possible 
to save the victims in the short time 
that elapsed between the time of the 
collision and the sinking of the Liban 
Hp to 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon 
thirty bodies had been recovered. 
The list of passengers on board th* 
T.iban has not been issued, the of­ 
fices of the company being closed, but 
it is believed that more than 2*M) per 
sons embarked at this port 
It is said the collision wa? due fc 
the following circumstances:

exonerated Berg, saying he was not 
concerned in the hold-up.

thought of the other buildings in the 
block being in danger and a greater 
portion of the city being reduced to 
ashes, was entertained by the firemen.
